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The town of Yanatil in Bashkir ASSR lies on the railway line Kazan— Sverdlovsk. 
One could hardly call Yanaul a town by Western standards but it is regarded as 
such in the USSR and is the centre of a district (Rayon). Yanaul owes its 
development to its geographical position^ being h^f-vgiy 1?etween Kazan and 
Sverdlovsk^ which had a great influence in ’ Yanaul as a railway 

depot. 

The original village of Yanaul (which in th© Bashkir language, .means ”new 
village”) was gradually connected by newly-built settleniEL^s'with the village of 
Ivanayevo and formed a large settlement. #•"

The new part of the town around the market pl^fe'Has been built in a haphazard 
fashion and new buildings of thi^ee and look quite of platse 

among little wooden houses and dugbuts (Zyemlanda). 

Being a railway depot Yanaul. became automs-tica|-ly the admnistrative centre 
of the district and a collection centre for State deliveries from the kolkhoz. 


6. Spring in Yanaul usmlly starts at the end of April and is marked by quite a 
heavy rainfall which causes the snow still lying on the ground tp thaw quickly. 
The rainfall lasts for approximately a fortnight at which time the snow dis- 
appears completely. In the second half of May the rains stop and often there 
is no more rain until the summer. There is usmlly very little or no wind 
during the spring. 

7. The summer starts in June and is announced by a return of rain which ^ however^ 
is very moderate tlix-oughout the vhole summer. There is also more wind from 
various directions. As a rule the summer is hot. 
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In September aiitiimn begins v/ith its arrival there is an. increase of rainfall and de- 
crease of winds c The teriperature cools doi-m and the first frosts start, often at the end 
of October c One ean safely assume ths.t November is always cold and the ground frozeno 
Snow usually falls in November/ 

Taking the temperature into consideration, winter really starts in November although the 
beginning of the frosts is not always accompai'iied by snow. If snow does not fall in 
November, the intensity of the frost increases and causes the earth to eraoko November 
is also marked by an absence of windc The north wind comes in December with snow and 
blizzards c Bli.zsards often last three days during which time everybody remains indoors. 

It is not unusual for the inhabitants to have to dig themselves out from snowdrifts formed 
around their houses by blizzards* 

There are three rivers in lanaul, the Buy, Shudek and Yanaulka. The Shudek and Yanaulka 
are really streams three to four raeters wide and shallow* In summer both the Shudek and 
Yanaulka dry almost completely* 

The River Buy is approximately 50 meters wide near Yanaxil* It is slow flowing and deep 25X1 
in most places of its cours e but approxiim tely every kilometer becomes shallow and in those 
places has a fa st current* | la power station wa s to be built on the Pdver Buy

In spring all three rivers flood large areas and the Yanaulka flowing through settlements 
does great damage to houses and gardens* 

the subsoil is clay. This is particularly noticeable on hills where 
soil, through bad ploughing and rains, has moved to the valleys leaving the subsoil exposed* 
In the valleys the soil consists of humus w^hich is very fertile and produces good crops of 
all grain and of root vegetables* 

The hills in this area are covered by mixed forests while the valleys are under cultivation 
and the lowland along the streams and rivers provides meadows, often marshy* 

Industry in Yanaul can be dii^lded into two groups, one serving the needs of the railway 
8.nd the second connected with the handling of agricultural produce collected from kolkhozes* 

Both the water pumping stations and water-softening plant serve the railway exclusively* 

The electricity works, although supplying some current to offices and a few housevS in the 
town, mainly serve the railway* 


The two brick works are quite sma.ll and supply local needs only* 


The RGL store (Nyeftbaza.) supplies petrol oil and lubricants mostly to the Machine Tractor 
Servic e stations not only in th e Distric t Yanaul but also in other neighboring dis-

The grain elevator, grain store, hay store and root vegetable store all serve as colleeting 
centres for agricultural produce from kolkhozes* From here the produce is sent by rail, 
mostly to Central Russia*
